ministers. We now have a manifest sur- 
plusage of genuine Congregational semi- 
varies with traditional curricula in New 
England. Yale and Hartford are facing 
decrease in students, and are necessarily 
brought into sharp and persistent com- 
petition with each other and with Union 
Seminary. Under such conditions we 
might well hesitate to initiate plans 
which would simply intensify such 
rivalry, even if money were available for 
such a use; but in working toward 
this foreign problem, Andover. would 
have a clear field, the warm sympathy 
of the alumni of all other seminaries as 
well as her own graduates, and the 
hearty approval of our churches. 

The matter of location is secondary, 
though not an unimportant considera- 
tion. There is a prior matter which 
needs decision—What is to be the real 
purpose and ideal of Andover for the 
coming year? There may well be a 
doubt as to whether the proposed work 
for foreigners would find either at And- 
over or Cambridge the local sympathetic 
atmosphere which would surround and 
support it ina great city like Chicago or 
Boston; but it is idle to discuss loca- 
tions until we see promise of a new type 
of institutional life which shall be 
of continuance 
under new conditions because definitely 
devoted to the real desires and needs of 
the churches. When a seminary has 
done so much for us and is doing so 
little, and might at once enter upon new 
and. great service, the consideration of 
such a possible call.of Providence should 
not be ignored or summarily dismissed

During the past few weeks, how- 
ever, tle work of removing these has 
been curried on and by the time school 
opens in the fall nothing will be 
seen of the buildings which were 
the school homes of many well known 
and famous graduates, during the last 
three quarter’s century. 

The faculty has arranged that all those 
who had rooms in the Commons build- 
ings at the close of school, shall be lo- 
cated in the old Brick house which has. 
been occupied by Dr. Page, it having 
been fitted over into a dormitory. Dr. 
Page will occupy the Pease house. :

LETTER FROM ABROAD 


Supt. of Schools Corwin F. Palmer tells 
of His First Impression of Scotland. 
Visit to Land of Burns... 


Editor of Townsman: 


Thinking that probably a word from 
the “old country” might not. be: amiss, 
I take this time just previous to my de- 
parture from Edinburgh to. write you. 

We had a pleasant voyage with no un- 
usual incidents and sighted Tory Island 
off the north coast of Ireland the after- 
noon of July 14. Sunday morning early 
we were at anchor in the Clyde oppo- 
site Greenock. The tide was in so we 
did not need to wait.

especially to us Americans wlio had 
never crossed the Atlantic. Past miles 
of shipyards, past tlie seat of the Duke 
of Argyle, past old Dumbarton Castle on 
a huge rock overhanging the river, past 
beautiful country seats half hidden 
among the trees, past groups of one- 
story gray stone houses, the abodes of 
the employees, we sped ‘and reached our 
dock about nine. 

Then all our luggage had to be ar- 
ranged in rows in a shed on the pier 
while custom officers went through 
them in search of contraband goods. 
Tobacco, spirits and American reprints 
of English copyrighted books are the 
special objects of their quest. But as I 
happened to have none of these things 
in my bags that they could find, I was 
At eleven quite 
a@ company of us attended service in the 
old Cathedral of St. Mungo. 

Railroads in Scotland do not run on 
Sunday so all were compelled to stay 
over until Monday. Restaurants were 
all closed until after divine service, in 
the afternoon. Do not conclude that 
Glasgow is an extremely moral city. 
Drinking places all close at ten o’clock 
in the evening. ‘he city is larger than 
Boston, perhaps 800,000. The gas plants, 
electric lighting and street car: service 
are all owned and controlled by the city, 
likewise the telephone lines. The ser- 
vice is apparently good. The street cars 
are two storied with spiral stairs at each 
end for the upper decks. This style of 
cars is used all over Scotland so far as I 
have travelled. ‘he fareis from one 
cent to three cents according to the dis- 
tance. Glasgow motormen and _ con- 
ductors wear uniforms of dark green 
cloth. 

It was the week of the Glasgow fair, 
so-called; the annual holiday when all 
the factories close for about ten days. 
Cheap excursions are provided by the 
railroads and the trains are crowded. 

It proved to be what -is called typical 
Glasgow Fair weather, rainy and cold. 
I asked a young lady in the. office of the 
hotel, after I had experienced three days 
of this kind of weather whether it al- 
ways rained in Glasgow. “No” she 
‘said, “sometimes it snows.” Women, by 
the way, seem to have a monopoly of 
hotel offices. I have never so far found 
a man in charge. 

Hotel rates are lower here than in 
America, and traveling generally. is 
cheaper. 

Tea is much drunk and coffee very 
little. I have not had a cup of good 
coffee since I left Boston. Jams, 
marmalades and jellies are always on the 
table especially at breakfast and supper. 
Butter is unsalted and never served at 
dinner. They have a kind of hollow 
cushion, called a tea cosy, that. they slip 
over the tea pot to keep it warm on the 
table. 

The streets of Glasgow except ina few 
quarters are frequented with drunken, 
bestial men and women, deformed 
rickety children and persistent beggars. 
This feature is appalling. ‘The Satur- 
day night before I arrived 185 persons 
were arrested helplessly drunk. The 
police pay no attention to drunken men 
and women so long as they are able to 
walk, and very little then, unless they 
block the street. But Glasgow is a 
great beautiful city. George’s Square 


is. adorned with many statues, the cen-,|- 


tral one, of Sir Walter Scott ona column 
80 feet high. On one side are the mag- 
nificent municipal buildings with great 
vestibules and stairways of polished 
marble, corridors of ornamental tiles 
and a banquet. hall adorned with wail 
paintings. — . 

In Kelvingrove Park are the. Art 
Galleries with the most interesting 
and. valuable: collection’: of statuary 
and paintings in the British empire out- 
There is also in this 
building a very complete collection of 
Scotch birds well mounted whicb I took 
much interest in studying. 


The University of Glasgow occupies a. 


commanding site overlooking the Kel- 
vin. It was,founded forty yéars before 
America was discovered. 

I am becoming accustomed to old 
things, especially old buildings. The 
Cathedral to. which I have referred be- 
fore is seven hundred years old. The 
orypt with its 65 pillars, is of great in- 
terest. The stained glass windows are 
modern. They are very beautiful and 
were made in Munich at a cost of 
$500,000. This Cathedral is mentioned 
a number of times in “Rob Roy”. 

Forty miles south of Glasgow is the 
little town of Ayr, in beautiful Ayr- 
shire, the home and haunts of Scotland's 
idol, Kobert Burns’’*’'The whole country 
looks like a garden, The farming is ex- 
cellently done and the crops are good. 
The hay’was piled in large cocks in the 
fields. The principal growing crops 
were potatoes, barley and - turnips. 
Great quantities of the former are 
raised all over Southern Scotland and 
they do not seem to be troubled with 
insects in the least. They were in full 
bloom: and looked beautiful. Some 
fields had white blossoms, others purple. 
Ayrshire is extensively engaged in the 
iron industry and considerable quanti- 
ties of coal are mined. 

But the chief interest to me was the

EX-MAYOR GRANT DIED AT OLD 
ORCHARD, 


News of the pessing away of ex- 
Mayor Alexander L. Grant, at his 
summer home, Bay avenues, 
Old Orchard, Maine, was re- 
ceived. in this) city early Sun- 
day afternoon. Though his death 
was ‘hourly expected by many friends 
it comes as a great shock to the citi- 
zens of Lawrence by whom he was 
chosen to act as their chief ‘executiv? 
in 1903. Of a generous nature and a 
genial disposition ex-Mayor Grant won 
to him innumerable friends. One hears 
but kindly words spoken of the hus- 
band and father and deep sympathy 
expressed for the wife and children 
left to mourn, 

The deceased nad been in ill health 
for many months «und early the present 
summer he left for-Old Orchard where 
it was hoped that he would be bene- 
fited by the cool sea breezes. He was 
able tho be about ‘and attended to 
much of his business until about a 
week ago when ne was compelled tu 
take to his bed. Previous to that time 
he had spent-a greater part of each 


day on the veranda of his cottage 
ever looking the Atlantic. 
Death came shortly after 2 o'clock 


yesterday afternoon and the earthly 
eareer of one of the best known theat- 
rical men of the east ended, Being as- 
sociated with Julius -Cahn-of _Néw 
York City since 1903 under the name 
of Cahn and Grant, his business inter- 
ests were large, The syndicate control- 
led a line of over 200 theatres extend- 
ing from Bellaire, Ohio, to Bangor, Me. 

Being thrown upon his own resources 
early in life he first obtained employ- 
ment with Charles E.. Wingate, the 
florist, but later worked in both the 
Pacific and Washington mills. Some 
25 years ago he became connected with 
the Lawrence opera house and three 
years after he leased the house, taking 
over the management, From leasing a 
single play-house in his native city 
where he was born in 1861, he ex- 
tended his interests until at the time 
of his death he controlled jointly with 
his partner the number of theatres 
mentioned aabove. 

In politics his lot was cast with the 
Republicans, which party elected him 
to office in 1908. His term of. office 
was marked by vigorous’ performance 
of duty. 

News of Mr. Grant’s death was first 
received in this city by ex-Senator 
Richard A, Carter, proprietor of the 
Central House, who was one of his 
closest friends. Mayor Fitzgerald of 
Boston communicated with Mr. Carter, 
hig cottage being next that of the de- 
ceased. 

The ex-mayor leaves a wife’ and two 
young children, Agnes and Alexander, 
also a brother, David Grant. Mrs. 
Grant was formerly Miss Edith Camp- 
bell of Lawrence. 

The deceased was for many years an 
Cdd Fellow being enrolled in the Mon- 
adnock lodge. and was a member of 
the: Lawrence lodge, B. P. O. E., ana 
was also affiliated with the Fraternal 
Order of Eagles.
